farmers, who sowed it. In almost 
every case where it was sown the 
beets have done remarkably well and 
there is every reasen to expect a 
good crop. The beets grown here 
will be tested this fall, and” if they 
are found to contain a sufficient 
percentage of sugar efforts will at 
once be made to organize a company 
for the purpose of starting a refinery 
If sugar beets can be successfully 
cultivated here the effect will be very 
far reaching Land will at once 
jump in value and increased prosper- 
ity will follow both for town and 
country. It will mean small holdings 
any many settlers instead of large 
holdings and few settlers In the 
meantime the result of the tests to

We have received a copy of a new | 
Play called “The first part of King! 
Henry the Fourth,” by a writer who 
calls himself Willlam Shakespeare. | 

The play is not badly written. 'n- 
deed, at times it rises to the standard 
of Hall Caine’s magterpiecq “The | 
Christian.” but Mr. s akespeare has, 
evidently much to learn of the. 
dramatic art. At times the diction | 
is vague and at all times the Meta- | 
phor is tawdry, which leads us to! 
believe that Mr. Shakespeare has 
been reading Rudyard Kipling and 
imitating unconsciously, perhaps, 
but still imitating his knowing and 
florid style. 

Again, Mr 
Sntique terms 
“last night” 


Shakespeare uses such | 
as “yesternight,” for 
“prithee” for “pray 
you”; and “in good seoth.” for. “to 
be sure.” There are, too, such gro- 
tesque sentences marring the play, 
as this: “And telling me the sov- 
ereign'st thing on earth was par- 
maceti for an inward bruise: and 
that it was great pity, so it was 
that Villaious saltpetre should 
be diged out of the bowels of the 
harmiess earth. which many a ood 
tall fellow had destroy’d so coward!y.” 

We have no wish to be unduly ce- 
vere on an unknown, struggling 
author, But we can not refrain 
from pointing out to Mr. Shakes- 
peare that to use such a word as 
sovereign'st, instead of “best” or 
“most effective’, or even “mast sov- 
ereign” is a barbarous outrage on 
literary rules Even an elementary 
school pupil would not be guilty of 
this.

To make a lord, with any pretence 
to culture, use such an Irishism as 
“so it was,” is a glaring proof that 
Mr. Shakespeare is a young and in- 
discreet piaywriter, not yet in po 
session of that literary restraint that 
comes with ripe experience snd 
Steady reading “of the successful 
modern dramatists. We have some 
recollection of having heard. the 
Chicago humorist, Mr. Dooley, use

Had they 
enqnired into the private character of 
the applicants”? 

Mayor Mackie, as chairman of the 
waterworks committee, said they had 
not made enquiries as to the private 
record of the candidates. The men 
selected had given credentials that the 
committee cofisidered were the best 
among those presented. In regard 
to Alderman Emerson's argument, he 
would remind the council that the 
committee had been forced to make 
a quick selection by the previous 
steps of the council in rearranging 
the city’s engineering staf. On 
Tuesday night the committee decided 
that Doughty and Turner were the 
best men for the positions. Mr. Cross 
had resigned and informed them that 
after Wednesday afternoon he “would 
not be responsible rm the water- 
works. It was imperative that they 
should make an immediate selection. 
As it happened, Mr. Doughty was 
the best man for the job and, as well, 
was on the spot and able to take up 
the duties at once. 

He would remind the council that 
the committee had secured an en- 
gineer to fill the position. Tt had to 
be filled. They could not leave the 
waterworks with no engineer in 
charge. But although they had put 
a man in the piace of Mr. Croas, they 
were not telling the council in their 

report that they fad appointed a 
a engineer, They only recom- 
mended his appointment. If the 
leouncil thought the committee had 
done wrongly it was an easy matter 
for them to reject the recommenda- 
tion. 

Alderman "Wckersley said none of 
the aldermen had anything to say 
against either of the men. (Alder- 
man Emerson: ("lL have-—excuse 
me!"") But what they, or, at least, 
he objected to, was the manner of 
the selection. He thought it was an 
act of discourtesy to the council. The 
waterworks committee should have 
called a special meeting and asked 
the council’s sanction. The alder- 
men did not even know who were the 
unsuccessful applicants. 

Alderman Young produced a list of 
these and fead them over, stating 
what credentials each had sent. 

The meyor said that the complain- 
ing aldermen did not seem to grasp 
the fact that they could reject the 
recommendation of the committee. He 
did not think it was necessary to 
consult the council. 


Alderman Eckersley: “You didn't
